OFF-SIDE PASSES 
The puck may be passed forward by any 
player to a player of the same side in any 


` опе of three zones into which the ісе is 


divided, but may not be passed forward 
from a player in one zone to a player of 
the same side in another zone, except by 
players on the defending team who may 
make and take forward passes from their 
own defending zone to the “center line" 
without incurring an off-side penalty. This 
off-side pass, however, must be completed 
before the puck reaches the center line— 
otherwise the play would be illegal and the 
puck faced at the spot from which the pass 
was made. If the puck passed forward from 
one zone to another is taken by a player 
of the same side who was not in the zone 
from which the pass was made, that player 
shall be considered “off-side,” play shall be 
stopped and the puck *faced" at the spot 
from which the pass was made. The posi- 
tion of the player's skates and not that of 
his stick shall be the determining factor in 
deciding the “off-side.” (A player is “off- 
side” when any part of his skate is over 
the outer edge of the blue line.) (A player 
actually propelling the puck who shall cross 
the line ahead of the puck shall not be con- 
sidered “ой-зае.”) 


CENTER ICE SPOT AND CIRCLE 


A circular spot six inches in diameter 
shall be marked in blue exactly in the cen- 
ter of the rink and with this spot as a cen- 
ter a circle of 15 feet radius shall be marked 
with a line two inches in width also in blue.

SCORING 

When the puck is put fairly into the goal 
by means of the stick or if it should carom 
off any part of a defending player, a goal 
is scored. The duration of a match is 60 
minutes divided into three periods of twenty 
minutes each. Rest periods of ten minutes 
are allowed between the playing periods. 


STOPPING THE PUCK 
A goal-keeper may stop the puck in any 
way he chooses, but must not throw it for- 
ward. 


FALLING ON PUCK 
No defending player, except the goal- 
keeper, shall be permitted to fall on the 
puck when the puck is within the goal 
crease. For infringement of this rule, play 
shall immediately be stopped and a penalty 
shot shall be ordered. 


THE PENALTY BENCH 


Each rink must be provided with a bench 
capable of seating eight persons, for the 
use of penalty timekeeper, timekeeper, 
scorer and penalized players.

HOCKEY RULES SIMPLIFIED 


TIMING DEVICES 

Each rink must be provided with a gong 
or other suitable sound device for the use 
of timekeepers. Each rink must be pro- 
vided with some form of electrical clock 
in order that spectators, players and offi- 
cials will be properly informed as to the 
time element at all stages of the game. 


HOCKEY EQUIPMENT 
The Hockey Stick 


Hockey sticks shall not exceed 53 inches 
from the heel to the end of the shaft and 
1434 inches from the heel to the end of 
the blade. 


The blade of the stick shall not exceed 
three inches in height except in the case 
of the goal-keepers' sticks which shall not 
exceed 3% inches except at the heel where 
it must not exceed 4% inches. 


The stick, unless otherwise permitted, 
shall be made of wood and without any 
projections. 





A match misconduct penalty shall be im- 
posed on any player except a goal-keeper, 
using an over-size stick. А penalty shot 
shall be awarded against any goal-keeper 
using an over-size stick. 


GOAL-KEEPER’S PADS 
The leg guards worn by goal-keepers 
shall not exceed ten inches in extreme 
width when on the leg of the player. 


DANGEROUS EQUIPMENT 


The use of pads or protectors made of 
metal or of any other material likely to 
cause injury to a player is prohibited. 


THE PUCK 


The puck shall be made of vulcanized 
rubber or other approved material, one inch 
thick and three inches in diameter and shall 
be of approved make. 


SKATES 
Hockey skates shall be of approved de- 
sign. The use of the skates known as 
*reachers" or of any skates so designed that 
they may cause injury is prohibited.

Tips on Skating 
By National Hockey Guide 


Be Natural—Relaxed. Any beginner can 
find the “key” to good skating by watching 
good skaters. Notice how free and easy 
they glide along—relaxed. Relaxation per- 
mits proper balance, body rhythm and 
graceful, easy stroking. 


Bring Legs Close Together. When you 
start out, your legs should be close together 
and should be kept fairly close as you skate. 


Bend Your Knees. Allow the knees to 
bend naturally, just as you do when walk- 
` ing. The longer the stroke, the more the 
knees should bend. 


Heels First. As you bring the foot for- 
ward for the next stroke, the heel of the 
skate should touch the ice first. Meanwhile, 
the foot that is going back should lift the 
heels of the skate off the ice first, pushing 
with the toe of the skate as it is lifted from 
the ice. 


Arm Motion. Whichever foot is going for- 
ward, your arm should swing with it. Or 
example, when the right foot goes forward 
the right arm should swing forward, and 
then backward when the foot goes back. In 
this way you maintain better balance and 
also pick up more power for the stroke. 


Turn Shoulders. To illustrate, when the 
left foot is forward, the left shoulder should 
be turned slightly to the angle of your 
stroke and the left arm swinging forward 
in the same direction. This co-ordination 
of body rhythm and stroking makes for 
easier balance—adds power to the stroke. 


Look Ahead—Not Down. Looking down 
throws the body off balance, hinders com- 
plete relaxation, and the result is you make 
no progress as a skater. Look ahead. You 
will balance yourself better and you will 
skate better. 


Turning Corners. When making a turn, 
your eyes and head should turn first, then 
the body. Body should lean slightly toward 
the inside of the turn you are making. 


How to Gain Speed. It is natural to bend 
the knees more when you want to gain 
speed. The greater the bend in the knee, 
the longer the stroke, the greater the power 
and push at your command.

... HOCKEY LINGO... 


Back-Checking—Legal. To check your ор- 
ponent closely after your rush has failed. 

Beefer—Annoying. A player who is con- 
stantly “beefing” or complaining to the 
Referee. 

Boarding—lIllegal. To illegally check an op- 
ponent into the boards. 

Body-Checking—Legal. To check a player 
by using your body. 

Butt-Ending—lTIllegal. To drive the butt-end 
of the stick into an opponent’s body. 

Charging—lIllegal. If more than two steps 
or strides are taken before checking an 
opponent. 

Cross-Checking—lIllegal. A check delivered 
with both hands on the stick and no part 
of the stick on the ice. 

Dangle—To skate fast. 

Deke—To 'deke" or feint an opponent out 
of position. 

Elbowing—lIllegal. To use the elbow in such 
manner as to in any way foul an oppo- 
nent. 

Flip-Pass—Legal. To pass a puck to a team- 
mate by flipping it a few inches off the 
ice. 

Fore-Checking—Legal. To go in your oppo- 
nents’ zone when they are in possession 
and break up their play before it has a 
chance to form. 

Freezing Puck—Legal. When two players 
are battling for the puck against the 
boards, one will hold it with his skate or 
stick to force a face-off. 

High-Sticking—Tllegal. Carrying a stick 
above the height of the shoulder. To de- 
liberately check a player with the stick, 
usually in the face. 

Holding—Illegal. To hold an opponent with 
hands or stick or in any other way. 

Home Free—Legal. When a player is in the 
clear with no one to pass excepting the 
goaltender. 

Hooking—Illegal. To impede, or try to im- 
pede, the progress of an opponent by 
hooking him with the stick. 

Hook-Check—Legal. To go to one knee, or 
stoop and sweep out your stick in a hook- 
ing motion to gain possession of the puck. 

Hoisting—Legal. If a clean body check is 
delivered and the checked player goes in 
the air, he has been “hoisted.” 

Icing the Puck—Illegal. To deliberately 
shoot the puck from your half of the ice 
across the red goal line of the opposing 
team when your team is at equal or su- 
perior strength. 

Intereference—Illegal. To interfere or im- 
pede the progress of an opponent who is 
not in possession of the puck or to delib- 
erately knock the stick from an oppo- 
nent's hands or prevent him from regain- 
ing his stick.

For the purpose of this Rule, the center 
line will divide the ice into halves. Should 
any player of a team equal or superior in 
numerical strength to the opposing team 
shoot the puck from its own half of the ice 
beyond the goal line of the opposing team, 
play shall be stopped and the puck faced 
off at the face-off end spot of the offending 
team unless on the play the puck shall have 
entered the net of the opposing team, in 
which case the goal shall be allowed. 


If the puck was so shot by a player of a 
side below the numerical strength of the 
opposing team, play shall continue and the 
face-off shall not take place. 


If, however, from a face-off, the puck 
shall go beyond the goal line in the opposite

half of the ice, it should not be considered 
a violation of the Rule. 


If, in the opinion of the linesman, a player 
of the opposing team, excepting the goal- 
keeper, is able to play the puck before it 
passes his goal line, but has not done 50, 
the face-off shall not be allowed, and play 
shall continue. 


If the puck shall touch any part of a 
player of the opposing side or his skates or 
stick before it shall have reached his goal 
line, or shall have touched the goal-keeper 
or his skates or his stick at any time before 
or after crossing his goal line it shall not 
be considered as “icing the puck” and play 
shall continue. 


If, in the opinion of the linesman, a legal 
pass has been attempted by a player to an- 
other player of the same side and the puck 
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is or is not touched by any part of this 
player and goes beyond the opponents' goal 
line, it shall not be considered as “icing the 
puck" and the play shall continue. 


If the linesman shall have erred in calling 
an “icing the puck” infraction when a team 
is below the numerical strength of its op- 
ponent, the puck shall be faced five feet 
outside the defending zone of the team at 
the greater strength and midway between 
the sides of the rink. 


If the linesman should have erred in call- 
ing an “icing the puck” infraction when 
both teams are at equal numerical strength, 
the puck shall be faced in the neutral zone 
at face-off spot farthest from goal of team 
last in possession.
